The Duke of Orleans who 
came hither fome Days ago, has fet Men to work 
with all Expedition on fome new Works for ftrength- 
ening the Fortifications of this Place ; the Intendant 
of Lions has caus’d all the {mall Boats that were 
there to be taken up, and has fummon’d in a great 
Number of Carts from the open Country, to carry 
' Provifions to the Army, which are in Quarters of 
Refrefhment in upper and lower Dauphine. We ex- 
pect by the end of this Month a good ber of 
Horfes, that have been bought up in SWifzerland 
and Alface, for remounting our Horfe ; and in fhort 
all poffibie Preparation is made for our returning 
into Piemont by Sufa the beginning of next Month, 
inorder to our paffing the Po above Carignan to 
penetrate thar Way into Lombardy : But we fore- 
fee Difficulties that we judge unfurmountable. For 
befides that the Duke‘of Orleans cannot draw toge- 
ther above 5000 Horfe and 15000 Foor, to joyn 
- General Medavy who may have about 5000 Horfe 
and 25 Battallions, we cannot fee how at this Sea- 
fon of the Year when the Roads are fo bad, he can 


crofs fo great an Extent of Territory and fo many | 


Rivers, with fo few Men and without having any 
Magazines on-the Way ; fo that we reckon the reft 
of the Milaneze will be loft before we can be in 
a Condition to fuccour it.

Lions, Oct. 15. We bave Advice, that the In-— 


rendant of the Franche Compte having got together 
1400 Horfes or Mules, has joyn’d them to a 
like Number that are come from Auvergne, toge- 
ther with the Horfes of a Regiment of Dragoons 
difmounted in the Sevennes. The whole are on 
the March towards the Army of the Duke of Or- 
leans, who will fet out from Briancon the 29th for 
Suza, where his Royal Highnefs will wait till the 
Army is drawn together to enter the Plain of Turin. 

Paris, O&. 15. The Court have fent feveral Ex- 
preffes to Spain, with Difpatches rclating to the 
Affairs of Italy, and to give Notice of the Refoluti- 
on taken to fend a Body of Forces into Piemonr, 
and of the Preparations made for that purpole, 
Leuers from Briancon confirm, thar the Duke of 
Orleans makes all neceffary Preparations to march 
affoon as poffible ; and becaufe moft of the Officers 
have not had rime to provide their Equipages, his 
Royal Highnefs has re rench’d his, reducing it only 
to fuch things as are barely neceffary, thac after his 
Example tbe Officers may content themfelves with a 
lefs Train and confequently make the more. Ex- 
pedition. In the mean Time that Enterprize ap- 
pears more and more difficult, becaufe we hear the 
Allies make new Acquifitions in the Milaneze, and 
grin firmer Footing in it daily ; befides the Seafon 
grows very bad.

Milan. 
From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated Oct. 26. 
Montpellier, O&. 11. An Aide de Camp to the 
Prince of Vaudemont is gone through this City, to 
give an Account to King Philip V. of the bad Con- 
dition of Affairs in the Milaneze. He reports, that 
Milan, Novara, Lodi, and feveral other Places of 
the Milaneze have furrendred to the Duke of Savoy, 
and Prince Eugene. 
From the Leiden Gazette, dated O&. 26. 
Leipfich, O&. 16. ‘The 13th of this Month, the 
Counts Wratiflaw and Sinzendorf, the Emperor's 
Minifters, went to the King of Sweden’s Head- 
Quarters at Alc-Ranftad; they were admitred to 
an Audience the 14th, were very well receiv'd by 
his Majefty, and "tis faid Count Piper affur'd them 
in general Terms that his Swedifh Majefty would 
not do any thing that might prejudice the Emperour 
of the other Princes and States of the Empire. After 
their Audience he treated them very fplendidly at 
Dinner. The 15th their Excellencies return’d hi- 
ther, and are now taken up in making Vifits to the 
Minifters of other Potentates that are here. ’Tis 
talk’d the Sufpenfion of Arms is prolong’d for 2 
Months beyond the 10 Weeks firft agreed on ; and 
that the King of Sweden has confented the Saxon 
Troops that were driven out of this Electorate by 
his, may be reputed Troops of the Empire, and be 
quarter'd in the Circle of the Upper Rhine or the 
neighbouring Country ; but this on certain Con- 
ditions that are not yet made publick. Some Days 
ago the Count of Boinenbourg arriv’d here, in 
quality of Envoy extraordinary from the Elector of 
Mentz to the King of Sweden: And Yefterday he 
went to have Audience of his Swedith Majefty. An 
Envoy from the Duke of Wolfembutrel is arriv’d 
likewife, and has fent to defire an Audience of his 
Swedith Majefty. Our Eftates having fent Deputies 
to petition the King of Sweden to moderare his De- 
mand of 625000 Rixdollars.a Month Contribution, 
they were admitted into his Majefty’s Prefence the 
12th Inftant, and were told by Count Piper that 
Count Streinbock who is lodg’d in this Ciry thould 
acquaint them with his Majefty’s final Refolution ; 
accordingly the 14th Count Sreinboch did fignify his 
Majefty’s Pleafure to them, but “twas not what 
was wifh’d ; for he declar’d the King could not 
moderate the Demand aforefaid, becaufe he did not 
fee he could maintain his Army with lefs Contri- 
butions. We perceive we fhall not foon be rid of 
our Swedith Guefts, for moft of the chief Officers 
have fent for their Wives to come to Saxony ta 
em : They have begun to ftrengthen the Fortifica- 
tions of Wittenberg, and have plac’d 80 Cannon 
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‘ mapartsof that Place ; and have likewife 
pieces oF Cannon to the Artillery of our 
Caftle, aod ftill ralk of fortifying this City. 
From the Leiden Gazette, dated Oct. 26. 
Letters from keipfich of the 2orh Inftant, tells us, 
that the Eftates of the Electorate of Saxony, not
